London, Aug. 21. — The Spanish gov- 
ernment has prohibited the publication 
in Spain or the telegraphing abroad of 
the details of the execution at Vergatea 
yesterday of Micaelo Angiolilo, who 
shot and killed Senor Canovas. Letters, 
however, have been received containing 
details of the execution. The writers 
say that the anarchist slept during 
Thursday night, owing to hie having 
partaken of coiTee during- the evening 
which kept him awake, bat his pulse 
was quiet and unaltered. The prisoner 
took a cup of cofl'eo at 8 o'clock on Fri- 
day morning and drank a cup of bouil- 
lon at 10 o'clock. At 10:50 the prieoi er 
Anally ascended the scalTold and donnt-d 
tho black gown and cap, placing the 
cross of the latter at tho back 
of his head. He calmly regarded 
the spectators asked to bo allowed to 
speak uttered clearly the wortl " Ger- 
minal " (the term given to the seventh 
month of the French republican calen- 
dar, 1792) which began" March 21 and 
ended April 18. The asaaeain then eat 
down on the bench of the garrotte while 
the executioner adjusted the iron collar 
around his neck. As the executioner 
was about to cover the prisoner's face 
Angiloilo asked him to leave it ancovor- 
ad. The screw of garrotte was then 
turned, the collar tightened. andAngi- 
olilo was atrangled to death. Hie corpse 
was exposed till six o'clock in the even- 
ing when it was buried.

His Little Ruse to Keep the Christian's Copy- 
right. 

i.osuox, August 21. — The perform- 
ance of BO called copyrighted produc- 
tions of various plays to fulfill the re- 
quirements of English law has given 
rise to much comment recently, it is 
seriously questioned whether this sort 
of thing that is customary, comes within 
tlie purpose of the copyriglit act and it 
is possible that a test may be made to 
secure a judicial opinion on tlie ques- 
tion. These [larformances have come to 
consist of a rather farcial roadinR of the 
lines by the author or dramatist and 
tliese friends whom he may bo able to 
impress into Eervicc for the occasion. 
Often the readings are merely of pas- 
eafoa from a book to be dramatized 
and seldom is there any previous 
announcement of the event or any ar- 
rangements made in good faith for the 
ad 111 ission of a paying audience. Whether 
a performance of such perfunctory char- 
acter would be held by the courts to con- 
stitute a "dramatic representation" 
within the intent of the law is doubtful. 
Tho most noteworthy of the kind re- 
cently was the reading of a ilrauinti/.eil 
version of Hall Caine's new novel, "The 
Cliriatimi ," at the Grand Tlioatro in 
Itongal'a Ishi of Man on the day of its 
appearance in hook form. The actors 
for tlie occasion were recruited from Mr. 
Caiiiu's family and friends, the author 
L'poiikiiig the jiart of .John Storm, tho 
central character, autl Caine'a son and 
daughter reading other parts.

ISISH LOYALTf. 

A Rousing Reception in Doblln to the Duke 
and Duchess of 'STork. 

London, Aug. 21. — The enthuBiastic 
reception which the Duke and Ducheea 
of York met with in Dublin is said to 

have greatly disappointed the Irish 
Nationalists. The visit has been ar- 
ranged with excellent tact, and 
marked contrast with that of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales to Ireland, when 
some sought to make party capital out 
of the event. The Duke of York's little 
speech on landing at Kingstown, 
in which he referred to the pleasure 
which the Duchess and himself antici- 
pated from a better acquaintance 
with Ireland and the Irish, struck 
the right note, while the dress of the 
Duchess, green Irish poplin, immedi- 
ately won the affections of the people on 
the streets. At Dublin the reception of 
the Duke and Duchess was far heartier 
and more general than was anticipated 
by even the most enthusiastic royalists. 
It is now confessed that the experiment 
of facine the crowd was regarded with 
some anxiety by those who advised it. 
Their royal highnesses were palpably 
nervous as they emerged from the rail- 
road depot, but all doubts were removed 
before the cortege reached the end of 
the street. The enthusiasm increased 
as the royal party proceeded, and the 
occupants of the steps at the city hall, 
over which the flag of the city of Dublin 
defiantly floated in place of the Union 
Jack, wore among the loudest in wel- 
coming the Duke and Ducheaa of York 
to Ireland. It is not to be wondered at 
that the suggestion is now regarded fa- 
vorably to create the Duke of York 
Prince of Ireland, and make the title a 
permanent one for the eldest son of the 
Prince of Wales.

WHEAT IS UP. 



And as a Result Speculators in London Are 
Excited. 

Lij.vDON, Aug. 21. — The fact that tho 
price of wheat has reached $1 per bushel 
in the United States has produced con- 
siderable excitement among grain specu- 
lators and others in London. Secretary 
Baltic aaid : " Of course, we have been 
caught largely short. Tho rise in the 
price of wheat, with tho uncertainties of 
the future, make a soniowhal hysterical 
market. Tho rise of Kixpenco in the 
price of barley, for e-xaniple, to-day, is 
due to no assignable cause. There is no 
speculation here such as is known on 
Wall street, though there is some specu- 
lation in Liverpool." 

The secretary of tho Corn Exchange 
remarked: "There is no speculation 
here, as such transactions are generally 
known. There has been a disposition on 
the part of the outside public to bear 
tho market, but the brokers dissuaded 
their clients from so doing. The rise in 
prices yesterday morning and to-day is 
not due so much to ' dollar wheat ' as to 
buying by France, where threshing has 
been proving disappointing. Our mil- 
lers, too, are short. Our brokers have 
not made much, as they held no stocks. 
It is needless to say tho rise of half a 
crown in the price of wheat yesterday 
makes the liveliest time on ' Murk 
Lane.' The Ameaicans have apparent- 
ly got it all their own way."

Brokers in New York Become Fr,-intic Over 
the Ascending Wheat I\Iarket.

— The impoaition of 
lines upon some of tho loaders of tho 
Telegrapher Association owini; to their 
inciting to insubordination has increased 
the tension between the operators and 
government ofliciala. A conference of 
delcKates from all jiarta of the country 
will be held at Liverpool in order to de- 
termine on further action. 

There ia no prospect at present ol a 
settlement of the engineorinc dispute. 
The ([uarrel has spread to Iiiuriilcy, while 
it is reported that the shijibuildera' 
federation is about to join the engineer- 
ing masters. Both sides are unyielding.

London, Aug. 21. — The Marquis of 
Salisbury's definite commitai of Great 
Britain to the policy of insisting apon 
the evacaation of Thessaly by tho Tark- 
ish troops, whether the Greek indemnity 
is paid or unpaid, is cniveraally approved' 
by the British press, and is equally con- 
demned by tho continental newspapers. 
It is difHcult to see the outcome of tho 
situation. The British premier proposed 
that Greece had to pay a small sum an- 
nually, representing the interest on the 
indemnity and an installment on tiie 
total amoant, as in the case of the Tar- 
ko-RusBo indemnity, but there seems to 
be little chance of the powers accepting 
the propositions. 

The great grip of the Marquis of Salis- 
bury on the pewera is founded on the 
latters' intense desire to get peace 
settled and the Turkish army disbanded, 
as until this last step is accomplished 
the peace of Europe will be continually 
menaced. Though it is suggested that 
Great Britain may abandon the concert 
of powers, this is not probable and would 
be regarded as a proof of bad faith, and 
would throw the powers into a violent 
and dangerous ferment. The bogey of 
the present moment in the chancelleriea 
of Europe is the rooted belief that Great; 
Britain is anxious to seize the Island of 
Crete. Consequently with Great Britain 
to desert the concert of powers at the 
present moment their action would pro- 
duce a general scramble, followed tiy a 
free fight or a menacing anti-Great 
Britain combination. 

Though the acute crisis in afikirs on 
the frontier of British India seems to 
have passed, there is no doubt there has 
been a genuine cause for the scare 
which has prevailed. Practically all thu 
tribes throughout a mountain district 
(iOO miles long and 200 deep are up in 
arms and tliroueh their reverses will 
probably cool their ardor and prevent 
further serious fighting at present, the 
greatest care will be required in order to •' 
restore peace and order. It is interest- 
ing to note that the British at the pres- 
ent moment are concerned in a multi- 
tude of more or less decisive military 
operations including three separate 
campaigns in India and besides the 
campaign in the Soudans, the occupa- 
tion of the island of Crete and in 
suppressing the revolts in Matabeland, 
Basutoland, Bechuanaland and in the 
Niger region. 

The Speaker publishes a long article 
this week taking the gloomiest view of 
the prospects of Spain. It says it sees 
no change of the war in Cuba ceasing to 
outrange humanity until popular feeling 
in the United States forces its govern- 
ment to find a pretext for intervening, 
and further complicating the situation 
perhaps by a frightful war. Continuing 
tho Speaker says it does not anticipate a 
revolution or a Carlist rising, but it fore- 
sees a grave increase of the suffering of 
the people, the accumulation of indebt- 
edness, and years of industrial relapse. 

NOT ANXIOUS OVER ANDREE. 

President of the Royal Geographical Society 
Thinks He Is All Right. 

Tor.oNTo, Aug. 21. — J. Scott Keltie, 
president of the Royal Geographical So- 
ciety of England, in an interview about 
Andree, says he attaches no importance 

to the supposition that because Andree 
ia not yet heard from lie has been lost. 
Andree is intelligent, of line ])hysi(iuo, 
well able to cope with diflicultioa, and as 
ho said himsolf, he might not be hearti 
from for two years. This talk about his 
balloon being eeen on tho Wliite aoa waa 
all rot.

loyalty and love. 

The '97 gathering of the clano of Brit- 
ish Columbia waa one to do the heart 
Kood. It waa a great family re-union, 
without one word of discontent to dis- 
turb tlie harmony and pleaonro of the 
day. From the parade of the morning 
to the Scottish ' ball in the evening, 
which was the grand finale, everything 
waa according to the programme and 
admirably carried ont. 

In the afternoon the sports and pames 
were held at Caledonia .park, the at- 
tendance not being <jU!te so numerous 
when the fun commenced as might fiave 
been expected, but growing as the after- 
noon advanced and being essentially rep- 
resentative of the province. Of course 
the Andrew's and Caledonian Society of 
Victoria mustered strong, under Presi- 
dent J. G. Brown and the rustling, 
everywhere-at once secretary, K. C.

Not only did these young soldiers 
from Vancouver add to tlie pic- 
turesqueneaa of the occasion and 
win generous applause by their 
drill, which was really admirable, 
in addition they entered heartily into 
all the juvenile aporta.

Brigade. In this a battle royal was wit 
nessed, and enthusiasm ran higher than 
the fireship. Victoria won the first tug; 
Vancouver the second and the third. 

In the piping Master J. R. McKenzio, 
jr., was the youthful lion of the day, the 
best dressed young Scott too ; while Miss 
Elaine Telfor and little Miss Dot Ormsby 
of Vancouver gave to the public the pret 
tiest exhibition of Scottish dancing that 
has yet been witnessed at Caledonian 
games in this province. It would be un 
fair to compare the two or to measure 
their accompliahmenta by the ai 
standard. 

Miaa Telfor is the repreaentative Scot- 
tish laas of the Pacific Coast. She has no 
rival aa a piper — no peer aa a dancer 
And, too, she is in appearance a type of 
Scottish womanhood that the eye loves 
to rest upon. Of courae she waa the 
favorite ut yesterday's throng. It waa 
her due. 

Little -Miss Ormsby has not had the 
years of training tliat her older rival has 
liad. She was aa an air.ateur beside a 
professional, and wliilo the hitter had 
the pulse and method of experience, she 
had the vivacity and buoyancy and ir 
lieliiiable charm of unclouded youti 
iler (huicing is as natural and graceful 
as the nickering of sunlight — in fact she 
is very much of a sunbeam fierself 
Honors are in store for Ijer without 
number at future gatherings such as yes- 
terday's. 

With the dancing and the piping; the 
kind worde that never die; tbe generoui: 
hoapitality dispensed in the refreahment 
tent; the eraeeful worda of Mayor lied - 
fern in presenting the prizes; the dance 
in the cool of the evening to the good 
music of the Fifth Regiment orcheatra- 
nnd the aports ! It was a gala day. 

Of the sports — l)ut they deserve atten 
tion by themaelves. 

A EECOBD AMENDED. 

Anderson a Name to Conjure With— Daniels 
Takes the Mile Championship. 

In the contests of skill and brawn, and 
in the essentially Scottish exercises, it 
was a great day for the Andersons, Colin 
Cameron and the Victoria police force. 
With the true instinct of their profes- 
sion they let nothing eacape that waa 
worth the holding. And aa though it 
waa not enough for Anderaon of the 
"force" to walk away with four fine 
priKOB, there was still another Mr. 
Anderaon on hand to place a few extra 
victories to the credit of the family, 
Surely there must be something in a 
name when the name is Anderson. 

There v/as a display of versatility in 
W. A. Anderson's victories, and stamped 
his aa just about as good an all-round 
V Scot as one could find. First it was in 
the putting of tbe stone that ho came 
' the front with a throw of 35. (5 feet, 
en he proved liimself the best piper 
the field and the moat completely 
^sed Bcot, only miaaing the pistola. 
\ 1)6 had an easy thing in the ham- 



mer throwing, hia first trial being 10-1 
feet 7 inches, or a new Provincial record 
for the 10-pound hammer. The previous 
beet performance was lOl.l, also made 
i)y himself, for ho stands without a peer 
among the hammer throwers of the 
Northwest, To complete hia triumphs 
he outran a field of six Scots in footrac- 
inc, and waa one oi five in the victorious 
tUK-of-war team. 

Nor did iiis namesake, W. Anderaon, 
fare ao badly where the honors were dis- 
pensed. It was he who won the Patter- 
son medal for dancing the Highland 
fling, the sword dance, and second in the 
sack nice, while he linished well up in 
the Scotsman's footrace, and won golden 
comment for hia other dancing. 

And Cameron I she, too, did vera well, 
whateffer. The first poeaession of the 
Boatock challenge cup for tossing the 
caber is surely one of the great honors of 
the day, and beaidea this ho had second 
place in putting the atone, first prize in 
the sack race, second in the ioot race — 
and the captaincy of the winning tug-of- 
war team. 

The foot racing waa of prime quality 
and fast considering the eourae. First 
it was fiinclair and J. Bland, who came 
together in the nuarter mile dash, the 
former winning. Frank Cullin won the 
hundred yards in splendid stylo, Tlieu 
there waa a novelty in the way 
of a relay race — something new here, 
and interesting, Sinclair and Bruno won 
from Peden and Imbert in a spirited 
style, and the spectators voted the inno- 
vation worthy of cultivation. Toward 
the close of the programme came the 
great race of the day — the mile amateur 
championship for which the entries 
were D. Sinclair, F. J. Daniels, J. A. 
Bland, W. Pedan and H. G. Dal by, the 
latter defending his championship 
honors and running a favorite 
with very many. He depended 
too much upon coming np with 
good spurt at the finish, 
however, or else waa unable to hold the 
clip which Daniels put up from the 
start. It was Daniels' race, and he won 
it in fine style, with Peden second, but 
not near enough at liand to be danger- 
ous. The time, 4:59, waa only averace 
—fourteen full seconds ofT the provincial 
record establiahed by Blight and tied 
by Akroyd. 

As to the boys' races, the sailors' con- 
testa of speed, of strength and of skill — 
tliey were much as usual, interesting to 
watch, but containing no especial note- 
worthy features.

The Two Emperors V^rui 'goi. on a V/iM 
Beast Hunt Amicably ToKfther. 

Bkui.i.v, Aug. 21.— At the banquet at 
Witelmshcer in honor of the birthday of 
the J^Hiperor Franoia Joseph, a remark 
of Emperor William to General Windaeh- 
graetz, the Austrian minister attache, 
created a sensation. Lifting his glass 
His Majesty said : " I trust all misun- 
standings are now buried." Thia ia 
generally interpreted as referring to re- 
cent events and to the Austrian jealousy 
created by miaunderstanding the pres- 
ence of the King of Italy at the German 
military mano'uvres. 

The Emperor William will attend the 
Austrian military mana'uvree, arriving 
at Totis on September 12 and remaining 
there until Soi)tember 15. Then the 
Emperor William and Emperor Francis 
.Joseph will proceeil to Mohaoe to 
hunt stags and wild boars on the 
preserves of the Archduke Frederick of 
Austria on September 10, The two Em- 
perors will proceed to Buda Pcsth. 

The dissatisfaction at the slowness of 
the Prussian and Saxon governments in 
giving state aid to the sufferers from the 
recent floods has increased daily .In 
Prussia nothing will be done by the gov- 
ernment In aid of the sutrerers for 
months to come, and the cabinet has de- 
cided to aid Silesia to the extent of 
mending the roada there, rebuild- 
ing the bridges, and helping 
the owners of farms and agricul- 
tural estates whoso fields have been 
aerioualy damaged. The correspondent 
of the AsBociatra Press learns on good 
authority that it is true that the Em- 
peror William has proposed a new plan 
of concerted action uijon the ])art of the 
continental powers against anarchists, 
and that ho has obtained the promise of 
co-operation from a majority of them. 
The plan includes a urdforiu system of 
watching all who are known to hold de- 
structive ideas.

III. The line of demarcation between 
the possessions of Great Britain and HiiSMiii 
upon the coast of tlie coiilineiit, niui the 
ishuiils ol' America to tlie northwest shall 
be drawn in the uianuer following; 

Commencing, from tlie southernmost 
point of the island called Prince of Wales 
Lslaiul, which point lies in the parallel 51 
(letj'rees 10 minutes north latitiule, thence 
between the lulst and 133r(i degrees ot west 
longitude (niuredian of Greenwich) the said 
line shall ascend to the north alon^ the 
channel (called Portland chaiinelj as tar as 
the point of the continent where it strikes 
the 6(itli deforce of north liititiule ; frum tliis 
last iiRiitioiKMl i»>iiil. llie line of deiiiarca- 
tioii .chilli follow the suiiiiiiit of the nioini 
tuiii.s situated parallel to the coast as tarns 
the point of intersection of the l UsI de(;r<'( 
of we.Mt lon^iitude (of llie same ineri.'diaii 
anil liiially from the said point of inteisec 
lion, the said merediaii line of the lU.st 
degroo of its prolongation au far aa :l 
frozen ocean, slmll form the limit between 
the Russian and British possessions on the 
continent of America to the northwest 

IV. With reference to the line(ori)oinid- 
ary) laiil down in the preceding article, it is 
nnderstood : 

1st. That the Island called I'rince of 
AVales I.-laiid shall belont,' wholly to Russia. 

2nd. That wherever the siimiiiil of tin: 
mountains, whicli extend in a direction 
parallel to the coast from the fipth deuree 
of north latitude to the point of intersection 
of the Hist decree of west U)iit;itii<.le, shall 
prove to be at the distance of ten iiniriiie 
Ieaf,'iU'.-5 from the ocean, the limit between 
the llritisli possessions and the coast which 
is to belong to Uussia as above mentioned, 
shall be formed by a line parallel to the 
winding uf the coast, and shall never e.i:- 
ceed tlie distance of ten marine leagues 
therefrom. 

1. It now is needed to weigh each of 
these clauses with the map. "The treaty 
lays down the line ot demarcation between 
the possessions upon the coast uf the conti- 
nent and the islands.'' 

Here it is plain that the coast of the 
islands is meant as well as ilie coast of the 
continent, because the northern half of 
the boundary is on the eontiiieiit only 
while the southern half of the l>oiirid- 
ary is on the islands only. So that 
the ocean coast in the nortln-rn half 
is a c'ontineiital outline, while the ocean 
coast in the sout .erii half is made tT a 
chain of islands, making an island ocean 
coast line down to Cape Chacon. Between 
these islands and the shore of the continent 
is an inland sound, like Puget Sound, made 
up wholly of narrow and twisted channels 
tilled with innumeraPle small i-slands 
through which it is almost imnossible ami 
is always dangerous to thread the vi'ay for 
steamsliipa which travel througli tlium. 
The shore of the continent can no more be 
siud to be an ocean coast line, than the 
sliores of t'uget Souiui can be said to be the 
ocean shore, nor can the rivers of Cassiar 
district be said to empty themselves into 
the ocean, any more than the rivers of 
Washington, whioli empty themselves into 
Puget Sound, cannot be said to empty into 
the ocean. 2. When the Puget .Sounii coast 
line was adjusted, it was agreed tliat the 
!San Juan islands was the coast line, al- 
though these islands are a few scattered 
pieces of land without close formation such 
as that of the islands which make up the 
coast line of Cassiar district. Here is a 
precedent of the same kind, where the 
■continental shore was not allowed to be the 
ocean coast line, but the ocean coast line 
was deemed and Hxed to be the outer-coast 
of those islands which lay along the front 
shore of the continent itself, ond Anieri- 
• cans asked and received as the lioun<lary 
line between the two possessiijns just siicli 
a line as that from Taylor Bay through the 
narrow cuts, straits and passages, which 
ran south-easterly to the "point of the 
continent where the channel strikes the 
SUth parallel on the 132nd meredian." The 
outcome would be that the Russian posses- 
sion would be four large islands divided by 
three narrow stroits — the four islnnda 
being TchichagolT, BaranofV with Sitka 
town, Kuin and I'rince of Wales islan-l, 
which would give the Russians just 
a little more than ten marine leagues 
from the ocean, which the treaty 
says, must not be exceeded, America 
cliliiiis under Russia: 3. The line com- 
mencing at the southernmost point of 
I'rince o( Wales Island (Cape Chacon) on 
the parallel 51 degrees "40 minutes North 
latitude," so runs the treaty. 

The map shows that this point (Cape 
Chacon) is upon the 132nd merulian, wliicdi 
meridian shaves oil all the coast line of the 
I'rince of Wales Island on its eastern face, 
as any one can see by referring to the 
rnited .'States survev map of the co;>sl line 

of the I'rini f Wales Island, so that a 

Irne north line from this point (Cape 
Cliaconj would cut oll'a piece of the ishuid, 
and the Russians and Knglisli saw that it 
was so, therefore they put in the clause 
"That the Island called Prince ofWale^ 
Island shall belong wholly to Russia" 
because the boundary named (as we shall 
see) was the l.S2nd meridian, and it would 
have cut oil' the end of thai island, this 
is further seen mtlie fact, that the main- 
land was never intended to l)elong to 
Russia or it would have heeii incluilecl in 
this de(-!aralion of helongiii;;; for ten 
marine leagues from the oei'an slicue wnuld 
cut through the half of I'rince of Wales 
Island, and hall of Kuiu.BaronotfandTchi- 
chagoir islands by followinR the summits 
of the mountains as a boundar>' line as or- 
dered in the treaty. 

4. The line shall be drawn: "Thence 
between the I3lat and 13.'!rd degn'esof west 
longitude (meridian of (Jreeiuvich)." 

This fixes the boundary line beyond all 
quibbling. It is to proceed or be drawn, or 
run between the 131st degree of west longi- 
tude, and the hi.'Srd degree, and its point of 
commencement being Ca' <> Chacon, wliicli 
is tipon the 132 meridian, dt follows that all 
that is needed is to name to wliich point of 
the compass the lino is run, and the line 
is ilxed beyond recall, it is held fast be! 
tween the 131st tuul the 1.33rd degrees of 
lonuilude and ordered to ascend north . 

This is carefully to h-i noted, because t lie 
line drawn by the Russians was iUn\ oasl 
over the open ocean from the 132n<l nieri- 
tlian In the lllOth meridian, which broke out 
at once fniin the words (d"the treaty, by not 
running lietween the 131st and 133rd nieri- 
diaiis, butbv running at right aiiglesacross 
them, and a'long the parallel of 51 degrees 
40 minutes to the east, instead of north b(> 
tween the two meridians fixed and 
named. Moreover the next follow 
ing words are dead apainst the 
Russian action of running on a 
I);irallel of latitude, for they give two or- 
ilers: 1. To iiseend nort li aloUR a cliiiiiiit'l. 
2. Till the channel :-lrikes the,")()th parallel. 

5, The treaty says; "The said lino shall 
ascend to the north along t\\ ^ channel 
called Portland clninnel," 

Now if we look at the map, and start at 
Point (.'bacon, which is on tiiu parallel 54 
degrees 4ti minutes latitude, and on the 
lS2nd meridian, ai)4 if wo asceiDd north, as

fore the Portland Canal (an inland arm of 
an inlet, ilistanl two degrees to the east of 
I'oint Uliacon) has no place in the boiind- 
arv. 

hut we shall see presently by the treaty, 
the cliannel was not only li.\:e(l "to run 
north u]) the 13L'nd meridian," but it was 
" to strike the 5dlh parallel of latittule, 
where the ])oiut of the continent strikes 
tlu^ eliaiimd." 

Now, a luo^ at the iii:ip shows that the 
I'ortlaiid canal, which niiis up the 13Uth 
meridian, or two decrees too far to the 
east, never reafcbed the 5(>th parallel of lati- 
tude at all I It falls short of it, some miles, 
and so llie boundary, if on the Portland 
canal, could neither run north, nor strike 
the 5(itli parallel where " the point of the 
continent strikes llii^ channel," because 
there is no channel there, and the canal 
whiidi is there, does not strike the 5(ith 
parallel at all, and if it did woulil be inside 
if the eont inent that stnii-k the channel, 
uul not the point of llie continent where 
the channel strikes the .'i'Jth parallel of lat- 
itiule," as the treaty strict ly orders. 

The only place where alf coiulitions are 
fiillilled is on the point i:i2 west by ,Mi 
north, where the cliannel strikes the con ti- 
iient tipiin the point of the continent, 
'.--'leveliind l'<>niiisul.a. 

7. The treaty goes on: "The line is to 
run U]! the eliannel as far as the iioint of 
the continent, where the channel strikes 
the Stith parallel of latitude," A channel 
is a water pussaaa between two coasts, but 
open at both ends, ond can never be called 
a canal. 

Now every reader will see that there is 
only one spot on the whole of the western 
side of America where the "point of the 
continent can strike that channel at the 
5(;th parallel of latitude," and if we look at 
the map we see that it is so. Wo go north 
up tlie open clninnel from Point Chacon 
up the i:i2ial meriiliaii and on the western 
side of Cleveland Peninsula is "the point of 
the continent at which the cliannel strikes 
the olith parallel of. latitude, "and lhatli.'Les 
our boundary every way — which may be 
comfiared with the treaty point by jioint, 
thus :

These words ;as above 
mentioned refer to the diltSAce' of " ten 
ninrlnc leagues from the ocean," and show 
iilainly that the line of coast on the ocean 
is to be the one lixing point, from which a 
strip of ten marine leagues wide from the 
oi:eaii is to belong to the Russians, and 
nothing more. 1 1 gives a strij) of laiul, of 
which the coast side is to be the ocean, and 
the other side is to be the summits of 
mountains distant ten marine leagues from 
llie ocean, while the next following words 
clinch the whole business: "Shall be 
formed by a line parallel to the windings of 
the coast, and shall uevcr exceed the dis- 
tance of ten marine leagues therefrom," 
that is, f^roin the ocean.

10. "From this last mentioned jioint (to- 
wit, where the channel strikes the point of 
the continent on the (jOth parallel) the line 
of ilemarkation shall follow the siiinniit of 
the luounlaiii sitn;ite(l jiarallel to Ibe coast 
as hir as the point oftlie inlersectiou of the 
141st degree." So reads the iliissian treaty. 

If any one will take a rule and put one 
end at Mount Grillon, and the other at 
Chasiiia Point, he will find a strip of abont 
ten marine leagues wide of coast line cut 
otf. and this makes a clean cut houiulary. 
But the line is to fcdiow parallel to the 
coast, hut along the summits of tlie moun- 
tains. Observe it does not speak of any 
range of mountains at all, it only calls for 
a line of suininit s, siditai-y su nniiils or any 
sununits, a line of mountain summits 
paraelhd to the ocean coiisls. Yet people 
have lieen busy looking for a range of 
mountains there, when the Rnssian treaty 
never calls for a range of mountains at all, 
bulonlvfor summits of the inonntains 
parallel' to the coast, and tliiit is found by 
striking a line from Tajlor Bay to (.^Imsnia 
I'oint, and it takes the" four islands, 'I'clii- 
cliagoir, liaranotV, Ktiiu and J'rince of 
Wales. ^ , ,, 

11. " Wherever the snniruit " * * shall 
prove to be at I ho dislanci' of ten marine 
leagues fiiuii the ocean, the limit between 
the IJrilish ))ossesBions, and the line (d' 
coast which is to belong to Russia, etc., 
et. " 

Here we see that Russia is to have a line 
of const on the ocean, not upon a sound, 
nor upon an inland strait, nor a channel, 
hut a line of coast U))on the ocean. Tins 
the Russians broke tlirougli, as they diil 
every other jiart of llie treaty, and they 
went inland 120 miles from the ocean to 
pick up some stray mountain suiiinuts, 
that do not belong to any ranges at all. 
Very luckily there is not a range of moun- 
tains to be found uiiywhere In that whole 
Cassiar district, which can be found to run 
parallel to the coast of the ocean and " dis- 
tant f>om the ocean ten marine leagues, 
as the treaty calls for. 

The Russians saw lots of mounfaiii siiin- 
niitB at ten marine leagues from tliu ocean, 
but tliey refused them all, and chose those 
Mil 111 mils that were forty marine leagues 
from the ocean, although these distant and 
illegal summits were not ranges of moun- 
tains at all, and were fronting nn inland 
souuii, and could never bo ten marine 
leagues from the ocean. 

12. In order to get to those mountains, 
the Russians were I'orced to tear the treaty 
to .pieces. First they went ten leagues 
from Qoss Sound, an'inland channel, not 
the ocean; then they took ten leagues 
round (dacier Bay, a large inland wah'r, 
not the ocean ; then took ten leagues from 
hynn canal, an inland gulf whose motitli 
is tivciily leagues from the oceaii; tluui 
tliey ran full forty marine leagues from the 
ocean round 'I'akn inlet. Then they vioked 
up a mountain here and there distant all of 
them flirty marine leagues from thootasan, 
till tliey reached Portland cauali in 6S/50 
north ami 130 we^t, which is already proved 
a gross breach pf the Treatv, which calls for 



very few miles of st raight iie.ss anywhere 
about tbeiii in and out among the tlioii- 
sands of islands, which form that ocean 
coast line, BO thoroughly closed, that only 
skilled navigators can tell which are the 
'atcs or entrances by which they can get 
iito the Sound beyond. The months of 
these four gates are blocked with islands, 
while the four great islands have no less 
tlian twenty blind gulfs, which lead to no- 
where but to the shore, or to a narrow jias- 
sage, which turns hack again to the ocean. 

15. Yet the Russians, with their Tartar 
IM'rIidy, have dared to call any water the 
oci'iin." Perhaps they were too ignorant to 
know that (jos'a Sound is not the ocean, too 
ignorant to know that Glacier ISay, Lynn 
Canal, Taku Inlet, Frederick SoiinJ and 
Clarence Strait are not the ocean, but are 
each and all of them inland waters, which 
belone to the English, because the Treaty 
forbids strictly any land to Russia which is 
beyond "ten marine leagues from the 
ocean." The Treaty says: "Shall never 
exceed the distance ijf ten marine leagues 
from the ocean coast." The little word 
the is very weighty there, as it points 
oiiL not a distance, but the distance 
already spoken of os above mention- 
ed, "us tho distance of ten marine | 
"leagues from the ocean." Ignorant and 
tricky Kussians might even he held by siudi 
a very careful (h'uiarcation, even if tliey 
were evcrso unable to underland the mean- 
ing of worils, 

it;. The last American seaport on t he in- 
lanil waters is in Taylor Hay, at the foot of 
the mountain siinimit, which by the map 
is called Cape Grillon, 15,000 feet high, and 
by the treaty is the boundary, being less 
than lea marine leagues from the ocean. 
Taylor Buy is really a (hnible bay, opening 
from the inland water known as (loss 
.Sound; the mouth of (loss .Sound is at 
Cape Cross, from wdiicli ciijie the luirhor in 
Taylor l!ay does not exceed the lawful ten 
marine leagues from the ocean. 

IT. The north shore of Tcliichagoll' island 
belongs to the Kiiglish by the strict letter 
of tlie Russian treaty, because it exceeds 
I he line of ten marine leagues from the 
ocean, so do Glacier Bay, Icy Strait, and 
Lynn Canal, .luneau. Fort Wrangel, and 
all the ishinds (except the four real islands 
of the ocean coast which do not exceed ten 
marine leagues from the ocean) "as far 
as t!ie point <d' the continent where the 
"channel strikes the 5utli dcL'ree of north 
latitude." Those are the words of the 
liealy and it is proved herein that the last 
pointof the continent to strike the chan- 
nel on the 5Uth parallel ot latitude is on 
Cleveland peuinsula. 

18. The Russians foresAwthat ten marine 
leagues from the ocean would cut off a strip 
<d' about eight miles of Prince of Wales 
island, so they put the clause IV. i. into 
tlie treaty: 

"That the island c;illed Prince of Wales 
islaml shall belong wholly to Russia " see 
the treaty. This gives a counter proof of 
tlie gri'at trtitli, that all through the treaty 
the understanding was: "The limit be- 
tween ihe British and the line of coast 
wliich is to belong to Russia, shall never 
exceed the distance of ten marine leagues 
from the ocean," (alluding to) the distance 
" as before mentioned," so reads the treaty. 

They saw that the limit of ten marine 
leagues from the ocean woulil cut ofl' ;i long 
strip t'roin the eastern side of Prince of 
Wales island, because they knew that the 
ten marine leagues from the ocean, ran 
along Prince of Wales island inside of the 
eastern shore, and they put in that saving 
clause to (]ualify the other clause 
which bad said "shall never exceed 
" ten marine leagues from the ocean," for 
in the Prince of Wales island the limit of 
Russia exceeds the ten leagues from the 
ocean, ami so England would have posses- 
sion of the island's eastern shore. 

1!». The real boundary is water channel 
going U]) C'larence Strait, through half of 
Siiinmer Strait, along to Frederick Sounil, 
thence northerly up Steamship Route 
through Icy Strait to Goss Sound, thence 
tiirough Goss Sound to the summit ot 
Mount Crillun. 

20. The eiisLom bouses must be placed on 
the ii,dnt of Cleveland Peninsula on the 
channel lending from (jliape Chacon. This 
niades a first rate barrier to smuggling. 
With the American customs on the long 
spit at Ivaso-an Bay o|iposile to the Kng- 
lisli. At the mouth of Siuiiner Strait, the 
Knulish custom bouse on Kuppeaiioll' isl- 
aiiil, llie .Anieriean custom bouse foot of 
.\I.)Uiit I aider Prince Wales. At the mouth 
of Kredericd; Sound, the fjiglish (-iistoni 
house on iiorlli end of Kupiieaiioll' isle ;iiid 
Southend of .\dmiraltv isle. The .\nieri- 
ean eiisMin house in Chatliaiii Strait lUi 
Baranoir island facing the British cus- 
toms. At Goss Sound Knglish cus- 
tom hou.i# on north end of Taylor Hay, 
liy the side of the American custom 
bouse at tbe foot of the mountain snniniit 
called Cape Grillon. 

21, The reasons for these places are com- 
mercial , ( 1 1 To stop smuggling, lor these 
islands arc tlie liiiest spot in the world for 
smugglers. (2) They can only lie ruled at 
tlie four v, ;vler gates named, wit b custom 
houses joining or opposite each other. (3) 
Por passing goods under bond, .and clearing 
goods between the two govenimenls there 
is no other pkiee where such business can 
be done so ([iiickly :in(! in stieli a friendly 
way, to save time and disputes. (4) Ail 
poll tics, and party, or falsely-called national 
reeling must be scotched. Truth and busi- 
ness must rule. 

22. Ah far as government goes the Can- 
adians are more ccjnteut under their self- 
rule, than Americans iimler their form of 
self-rule. Statistics tell us, that there are 
more mnrdi-is and less hanging in the 
Pnited States than in any other land on 
eartb,and the iinniberof train bandit at- 
tacks tar overpass even Turkey and Greece 
— while divorce being wrongly allowed to 
women, marriage has become consecutive 
polygamy to an unbearable extent, and 
loud complaints come from all over 
tho Union for a reform of the marriage 
law by a JTeitornl marriage and divorce law. 
As the chief work of all governments is to 
keep order and to guard property and life, 
it would seem under present conditions 
I iial t he people wriuld be safer and betler 
guarded uniler Canadian than American' 
rule, and have much less taxes to pav, be- 
cause the protective duties in America are 
mucli higher upon necessaries than in 
Canada, .

21. .Many people think that the posse 
sion of the land makes all Amoriea rich by 
tho sum of the jirodue.e, but that is not 
true— to wit: The only city in tlie eleven 
.states of the Pacific Mlope which is gaining 
in clearing returns i.s ri|)okane. and sin 
inakes all her wealth out of liritish Cohim- 
bill, and we are not called upon to jiay ex- 
l>eii.ses towards it. Tho government of 
British Coliiinhia has to pay all the ex- 
penses of running tUaf country, and 
America gets all the profit, owns the mines, 
supplies tli« machinery, does the smelting, 
get the ores and tho gold, and sell all tho 
farm stuffs to tho miners, wlio pay the 
taxes on the goods sold to them, and on 
the trallic. If A'inerica werelorced to take 
over the district and to govern it, what an 
enormous yearly e.^pciise woiihl be cast 
upon all the citizens of America. 

2,}. lOngland learned that lesson long ago, 
and ahe has given up more land than all 
the old empires. She gave up Tangier at 
the Straits of Gibraltar, gave up the Balearic 
isles, Majorca, etc. : gave up the Ionian 
isles to Lireece, gave up much of her coii- 
(|iiests in the West Indies, and gave uji Ht 
llidenabiit, after took it again for a iim t nt' 
call. She has given up Canada, Australia, 
New Zealaiul, liecause they were so costly 
and if what is known as th'ei Little Fnglaiiil 
Party had tlieir way, everything would bavi 
been given up to savecost. Uiit the colonies 
grati'ful for freedom, will md quit 
the fatherland, and the tie that binds them 
is the silken tie of love and honesty. 

2'i. EiighiiKl does nothing towards 
running British Columbia but policing the 
seas, and policing tho harbors of refuge for 
the tieets. She iielps the jiosl and com 
merce with big subsidies and grows rich by 
the trade ol lier children, who are all busy 
r^eltiogup for tlii'iiiselves by lndivid,ualisni 
and Home Rule.

Sib: — I have tbe honor to submit to yon 
my mathematical reasoiihig upon the 
Russo-Anglo boundary treaty for the 
southwest boundary of British Colunihi 
which I publish. 

The present boundary is a conventional 
one struck by the Russians in 182;'), until a 
pograiihical survey of the land and of the 
coasts should be made. It was never meant 
to be the boundary between the two coun- 
tries, and as vou will see from the mathe- 
matics fiuoted by me from the text uf the 
treaty, which is now the law of the United 
Stktes, the boundary never can he in the 
jjuice chosen by the Russians. 
From llie south point of Prince 
Wales Island the boundary as- 
cends north, between the meridians 133 
and 131, along a channel (not a canal) as 
far as tbe point of the continent, where 
that channel strikes tiie 50th parallel of 
north latittule. That is only to bo found 
on Cleveland I'eniusala. 

The boundary follo ws the su&imitsalong 
the coast, but is never to e.^ccecd ten 
marine leagues distance from the ocean, 
ond where mountains are wanting the 
boundarj- is to follow the ocean-coast, 
but never exceed the 10 leagues there- 
from. This would have cut oil' the l^asteni 
and Northeastern faces of Prince of Wales 
Isiaiid, so tho saving clause is jnit 
in, to give the whole of I'rince of 'Wales 
Islanil to Russia, but the ;aainland is not 
so given. If you put your rule on the IT. 
survey map on Mount Grillon, If. W 
JhasniB Point P.W.I.S.E. you will sei 
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to UhasniB Point P. W.1.S.15. you will see 
at once ten marine leagues shaves off the 
northeastern faces of the four great islands 
of the boundary. 

I have therefore drawn the bqundary 
along the middle of the inland sounds 
from Taylor bay through the Icy, 
Chatham, Sumner and Clarence 
straits to the i>oint 132 W. .5t) N. as. 
lixed by tho Treaty and thence down.-the 
middle of the Channel south to jioiut Cha- 
con, P. W. I., os by Treaty, I suggest as a 
statesman, malJicinatician and business 
man, that you -^vill find it best to make 
that tho lino, if England and Canada will 
agree to give to the T'liited States the north 
east hices of the four great islands, Tclii- 
chagoll', Barauoll', Kiiiu and P.W.I., wliich 
really behmg to l-Ingland umler "the ten 
niarine U-agiies from the ocean" clause of 
the Treaty.

THE RUSSIAN TREATY. 

Some of the American miners on tlie 
YukoQ are putting forth, the prepoBter- 
oas claim that the Buaaian treaty of 1825 
gave them the right to take goods into 
the Yukon without payinc; duty. This 
is an entire misconception of tlie treaty. 
That document gave British subjects tlie 
same rights of navigating rivers, flowing 
across Russian territory, as were enjoyed 
by the RuasianB, but— aad mark the dis- 
tinction—it did not give Russians any 
right whatever on Bueli portions of the 
rivers as are in British territory. Ameri- 
can miners and other aliens have just 
■what right on the 'Canadian Yukon 
Canada chooses to confer, which rights 
jnay be enlarged or restricted at any 
time, witli or without notice, as Canada 
sees fit. When our neighbors get this 
into their minds and also realize that 
n, Canada will administer the Yukon ex- 
actly as she thinks beat and will not 
submit to any interference, they will be 
in a bettor frame of mind to appreciate 
the privilege they now enjoy, and per- 
^ps be at some little pains to deserve 
fbem. 

We present to-day an article on the 
Alaskan boundary, as defined by the 
Eusaian treaty, from the pen of J. W. 
Treadwell of San Francisco. This argu- 
jiient appears in print now for the first 
time and is well worthy of close ex- 
amination. It presents the facts of the 
case in very convincing form, and sug- 
gests some new meanings for the 
■words of the treaty. In ,a letter 
accompanying the artice Mr. Tread- 
■well points out that, in his opin- 
ion, Canada has lost no rights de- 
rived from the treaty of 1825 by adverse 
user either by Bussia or the United 
States, for the reason that the occupa- 
tion of Southeastern Alaska liy both 
those powers has been conventional only 
and avowedly only pending the final ad- 
justment of the boundary. Mr. Tread- 
well has made an exceedincly valuable 
contribution to the literature of an im- 
portant subject. 

THE RESULT OF yUKON MINING. 

Where one of the Argonauts of the 
North succeeds a hundred will fail. 
Some persons will put tlie proportion 
of failures even higher. Although the 
forward rush ia only a few months old, 
the backward rush haa begnn, and we 
may presume that the experience of 
Cariboo will be repeated, of which the 
old miners say that as many men were 
met coming out as were going in. This 
' id tlie rule in all mining countries. The 
fortunes are for the few ; the failures are 
ior the many. But the result of the 
great Yukon discoveries is not to be 
measared by the number-oi- -people who 
■will amass fortunes in the placers, nor 
even by the success of the quartz min- 
ing, which seems likely to be undertaken 
in the near future. Presuming that 
there is gold enough in the Yukon, Ons- 
eiar and Omineca to make mining there 
a profitable industry for the next ten or 
fifteen yeara, we may look forward with 
confidence to the settlement of the valu- 
able reRions lying to the south of them. 
Hitlieito for settlers to go Nortiiward 
-,vaa to put distance between them and 
the marked f?r thoir pi-oduce ; but in the 
very nick of time, when Canada is seek- 
ing to attract colonists to her great 
Northwestern prairies and to the river 
■valleys and great pasture areas of 
British Columbia, immense gold fields 
are ' brought to light far beyond 
these cultivable lands, and a 
new Incentive is given to settlers to oc- 
cupy thorn. It is thought that 100,000 
pi'ople will go into the Yukon in the 
nc.tt year. Perhaps the estimate ia too 



great. Much depends upon the reports 
that are received this fall and next 
spring. Of the thousands who go in to 
seek for gold and fail, some will find 
their way back :to their homes, but the 
great majority -wiil seek some halting 
place on the routes of travel and en- 
deavor to make a living in some other 
way than mining. In this way the val- 
leys of British Columbia, through wliich 
next summer herds of cattle will bo 
driven north, will be occupied by set- 
tlers. But there are other auriferous re- 
gions in our territory than the Yukon, 
and we may expect to see the almost in- 
numerable streams further south worked 
for all they are worth, while adjacent to 
them will be colonies of farmers, who 
will find a ready market at their doors 
for everything they raise. ' 

The goal of every gold-seeker now is 
Klondyke; but comparatively few will 
ever get there. There ia very little use 
for many of them to go there, for the 
available area ia pretty well taken up. 
The great majority will spread them- 
selves all over the gold bearing 
area, Avhioh include in Canada 
alone fully a quarter of a million 
aauare milea without coming south of 
the 5()th parallel of latitude. It has been 
proved already that the places are sim- 
ply innumerable, where good wages can 
be made at mining, and we may may be 
be very sure that with such ground uu 
the extreme northern limit the poorer 
ground further south, if it is in point of 
fact poorer, will all be occupied. There 
is indeed, no valid reason why just as 
rich ground may not bo found between 
Cariboo and Ivlondyke as at either of 
those places. Cassiar is not half pros- 
pected and Omineca is only very imper- 
fectly known. 

As mining development comes south- 
ward it will come nearer land fit for per- 
manent occupation, and the certain 
results will be that this land will bo 
promptly occupied. Therefore while the 
Yukon itself is not likely to be the home 
of an industrial population after the 
gold mines are exhausted, we may con- 
fidently espect, as the result of the ex- 
ploitation of those rich deposits, that the 
portion of Canada lying to the north of 
that now occupied will bo settled, for it 
ia well known to contain millions of 
acres of the finest soil in the world. 



THE BEGINNING OF WISDOM. 

" The fear of the Lord is the beginning 
of wisdom," So says more than one 
writer, the product of whose pen is at- 
tributed to divine inspiration. No one 
has said, however, that it ia the end of 
wisdom. There is a class of religioniats 
who act and apeak as though it were. 
Every expression with which Jewish 
leaders encouraged their soldiers, or 
teachers arrested the attention of those 
who came to them for instruction, is 
carefully cherished if there is in it a sug- 
gestion of terror, and life ia made a mis- 
ery because mankind ia assumed to be 
ever under the Damocles sword of an 
avenging God. " The fear of the Lord " 
means nothing more nor less than a 
recognition of human accountability, 
and only those deny human account- 
ability, in one way or another, who are 
lacking in ordinary reason. In govern- 
ing our every day actions we all admit 
this accountability, though we do not all 
call it by that name. 

A veiy common mistake is to miscon- 
ceive what religion is, and what religi- 
ous syatema are intended to do. If we 
could realize that the flrat bears the same 
relation to the apiritual side of man's na- 
ture aa the lawa of growth and motion do 
to the physical side, and that the sys- 
tems bear the same relations to re- 
ligion as sciantifio hypotheses do to 
those laws, we would not be so 
easily misled by words. One of the 
old writers on the rules of pleading says : 
" There is no magic in words," meaning 
thereby that it matters very little liow 
a thing is expressed in a plea in law 
providing the meaning is evident. So 
the exact form of language, in which we 
give expression to our ideas of tlie rela- 
tions existing between us, our fellows 
and our God, is immaterial, as long aa 
we govern our Uvea according to correct 
principlea. There ia no more magic in 
the words of a creed than in those of a 
plea. The language used in the Church 
of England Litany shows how utterly 
powerless the compilers of that remark- 
able literary production felt themselves 
to be when striving to give expression to 
the incomprehensible idea of a Triune 
God. Yet in the face of this and hun- 
dreds of other illuatralions of their men- 
tal helplesanees, thousands of people pin 
their faith to some form of worda, and in 
thouaands of pulpits Sunday after Sun- 
day, weary efforts are made to expound 
the exact eignilicanco of some phrase. 
Truly " the letter killeth." 

The thought is this: We all admit 
human accountability, though many of 
U8 would prefer to use aome other word. 
We would like something more scien- 
tific, something that savored less of the 
cloister and tlio prayer-meeting. Men 
liked to be reasoned with, and the 
words " fear " and " accountability " do 
not, as ordinarily used, appeal to reason. 
They excite the instinct of resistance, 
of which all of us possess a goodly share. 
It- would be quite easy to express the 
idea conveyed in the first sentence of 
this article in language which the moat 
irreligious man would subscribe to. Sup- 
pose we say a man should live in fear of 
the consequences of his acts, would not 
everyone subscribe to the sentiment? 
Of course by fear dread is not meant. ' 



The idea is not that a man should go 
through life ever on tho iook-out for 
some visitation as the consequence of 
his acts, but that recognizing the uni- 
versality of the sequence of effect and 
cause, he should so employ his freedom of 
will as reduce to a minimum the evil 
which his own actions will entail upon 
him. Everyone will endorse this pro- 
position, and if a man will honestly live 
up to it, if he will use the same astuteness 
in discovering how to govern hia steps 
according to it as he employs in ordin- 
ary business transactions, he will have a 
pretty good religion. It will not be the 
Chriatian religion, nor even the old 
Jewish religion,' but it will be one that, 
if it were generally observed, would pre- 
vent untold misery and disappointment. 

This would be " the beginning of wis- 
dom." Some may say that it is a very 
poor beginning, and that it is easier and 
better to accept the conception of a per- 
sonal God to whom men are personally 
accountable. But it muat not be for- 
gotten that this ia almost an unthinkable 
postulate. One can easily say it in 
words, but to form an intelligent con- 
ception of what the words imply is im- 
possible, that is impossible in the " be- 
ginning." An English poet exhorts us 
to 

" Look from Nature up to Nature's God." 

and it is (iiiitn poHsiblfi, more than that, 
it is highly probable, that from auch a 
conception of the religious obligations of 
humanity one might come to get a 
higher insight into the myatoriea of 
apiritual life. To the business man, who 
devotes himself to any pursuit, there 
come in time views of basiuesa propoai- 
tiona and opportunities which never, or 
at least rarely, suggest themselves to 
the inexperienced. To the skilled artist 
new ideas in color come almost un- 
sought. To the skilled organist, aa ho 
lets hia soul absorb the mighty har- 
monies wbich the instrument yields at 
his touch, there come inspirations of 
melody whfch seem like the voice of a 
god. 

It was in the old Basilica at Quebec, 
and on that matchless autumn morning 
the organist aeemed to have caught a 
new inapiration. While the Mass was 
being said, the organ told the story of 
what that ceremony. symbolizes. It told 
of Bin, of auffering, of aorrow. It spoke 
of mercy, of boundlesa love, of intense 
agony, of tho valley of the ah.idow of 
death. Then came a huah, for tho aacri- 
flce waa complete. Then a burst of mel- 
ody. The organ aeemed like a living 
thing, vocal with triumph, joy and in- 
effable satisfaction. And then followed 
tonda which told of a peace that paaseth 
understanding. To one who praised hia 
work, and asked him who had written 
the acore, the organiat said : " So one. 
It comes to me like that sometimes when 
I am playing." 

So it may be that inspiration from the 
Divine is nearer to ua than we think; 
that, if wo begin aright, the same Power 
which perfects the rose and keeps the 
stars in their courses will make the end 
complete. " The beginning of wisdom " 
is a good thing, and the man who stops 
at the beginning has done better per- 
haps than he who has not begun at all ; 
but he does better still who from a right 
beginning seeks the inspiration which 
comes from surrendering one's self to the 
unvarying laws of our being, and which 
there ia no reason to suppose comes in 
any other way. 

Wk print an interesting letter, which 
Hon^ Mr. Turner has received from the 
Department of the Interior. The other 
day the Times said that Mr. Turner 
claimed to have settled the Songbeea re- 
serve matter. This letter very convinc- 
ingly shows that he made no such claim. 
He simply asked that steps would be 
taken for a settlement, and, as the letter 
shows, a commissioner has been appoin t- 
ed for that purpose in accordance with his 
request. It will also bo observed that 
the two governments will endeavor to 
arrive at some understanding as to the 
rules to be observed in fixing tho rights 
of Indiana as to the reservea, also that 
steps have been taken towards settling 
all open (lueetions in regard to squatters 
on the K, l*c X. railway belt. The cus- 
tom of the Opposition press is to assail 
the provincial government for its policy 
in these matters, but, as the letter 
shows, the two governments are doing 
their beat to reach satisfactory conclu- 
sions. Questiona of this nature cannot 
be settleU off-hand. Some of those 
which arose between the Eastern prov- 
inces and the Dominion remained open 
and were vigorously discussed on both 
sides for years. Most of the criticism of 
the government, that is not inspired by 
malice, is the utcome of ignorance. 



Evidence accumulates from day to 
day tliat the best way into the Yiiko;i is 
the all-Canadian route over Tealin lake. 
Next year there ought to be a good 
wagon road from Stickoen river to the 
Lake and a railway ought to be built 
just as soon as the permanent character 
of the mines is established. Tho Domin- 
ion government will undoubtedly do ita 
share in the premises and tho provincial 
government will not be found lacking. 
Hon, Mr. Sifton will be here in tho 
course of a few weeks and it ia to be 
presumed that some understanding will 
then be reached as to the line of policy 
to be pursued. We are quite certain 
that public opinion in British Columbia 
will sustain the government in tho 
adoption of a bold and courageous plan 
in dealing with this very important 
matter. 



The Vancouver World is going to a 
great deal of unnecessary trouble in de- 
fending the Dominion government for 
not inviting tenders for the supplies 
needed, by: the Mounted Police. Tho 
case was. one of emergency, and if a gov- 
ernment cannot be trusted to do what is 
honest in'an emergency, it bad better go 
out of ofil'ce as soon as it can conveni- 
entl}^ resign. 

The Tacoma Ledger has issued aKlbn- 
dyke edition. It was very liberally pat- 
ronized by the merchants. The only 
merchants on the Coast who do not 
think it wise to cater to the outfitting 
trade through the newspapers are those' 
of Victoria and Vancouver.

Sucii 
a smelter, with a capacity of from 50 to 
100 tons Mr. Armstrong ia willing and 
anxious to erect at the earliest possible 
date, so soon as be is assured of being 
able to secure sufficient ore to justify it. 
The bonuses which have been asked by 
some of the parties who have submitted 
smelter projiositions to British Uoluml)ia 
cities in the i>iiBt are characterized by 
Mr. Armstroiij? as exhorbitant and should 
be unnecessary if the conditions exist 
that require the erection of a smelter.

THE SAN JUAN VALLEY. 

New Mineral Properties Contlniiallv Dis- 
covered—Government Improvements 
in the Settlement. 

rVmong the many new and rich min- 
eral diacoveries on tbe West Ooast during 
recent weeka is one from which Mr. J. J. 
Baird, of San Juan valley, who ia now in 
the city, brings aome very line lookinc; 
snrface specimens. The property from 
which the samples come is located on 
the San Juan river, about three miles 
distant from the salt water. The ledge 
a forty feet in width and ia traceable for 
four miles. It is walled with llmeatone 
and alate. Several claims are already 
ataked od, and a company is about to be 
organized to have development work 
commenced immediately. In Mr. 
Baird'a opinion the ledse ia one 
of the most " likely prospects " that hue 
been found on the West Coast — that 
s among the copper propoaitions, for 
such it ia — and there ia no other perhaps 
better posted on the mineral wealth of 
the coast than ia Mr. Baird. 

Speaking of other propettiea in the 
San Juan valley, Mr. Baird states that 
work is progressing favorably on the 
Corbett, and is being rapidly pushed 
forward on the Last Gbance. This mine 
will be shipping ore ahortly, from pres- 
ent indications. The vein there ig 50 
feet wide and only two miles from the 
sea. It ia of limeatoue and dyrite. 

On the Kinaley a almft ia down K! 
feet and the quartz is the only free 
milling ore that has yet been discovered 
in the valley. It is a well defined ."0 
foot ledge, traceable for three milea 
and walled with alate. The owners are 
looking forward to erecting a stamp mill 
on the property, and when this ia done 
develoymeut work will follow with rapid 
progress. 

A large number of prospectors are 
now in the field, and a mining excite- 
ment second only to the Klondyke sen- 
sation is anticipated by tbe residents of 
the valley during this coming season. 
A wagon road is one of the immediate 
wants of the thrifty eettlethent. Con- 
aiderable government work has lately 
been done towarda opening up the dis- 
trict, but though grateful for all this, the 
aettlera do not propose letting any op- 
portunity paaa until all their wanta have 
been satisfied. 

Referring to the other resources of the 
valley, Mr. Baird aays the farming land 
is as good as can bo found in the prov- 
ince. Marketable timber of cedar, 
spruce and lir is i)lentiful, and no l)otter 
opening for a saw mill could be found 
than iti the valley. A pulp mill should 
also be started, aa the material lor this 
industry to be found in the valley is no 
where to be beaten.

James Woods, who in October last 
shot Samuel M. Woods of Nelson, will be 
hanged for murder on Wednesday next, 
aa the F&ll court yesterday decided that 
the verdict pronounced by the jury at 
the trial liefore Mr. Juatice Walkem 
muat stand. The judgment was de- 
livered by the Pull court at 1 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon, all three of the judgea 
concurring. The decision waa at once 
certified to by the court and forwarded 
at once to Nelson. Tbe text of the 
judgments follows : 

.lUDli.MK.NT Ol' UAVIi:, C. .1. 

Irrespective of the written dying dec- 
laration of the deceased, I think the case 
is abundantly established against the 
prisoner, and as Section 746 of the Code 
S.S.f. provides that no conviction shall 
be set aside nor any new trial directed, 
although it appears that aome evidence 
waa improperly admitted or rejected, or 
that something not according to law waa

done at the trial, or eome mis-direction 
given, unless in the opinion of the Court 
of Appeal some substantial wrong or 
miscarriage waa thereby occasioned at 
the trial, I think tbe appeal faila. 

The prisoner waa charged with the wil- 
ful murder of Samuel M. Wooda, a black- 
smith, who kept his forge or smithy at 
Nelson, and toi;ether witli liis assistant, 
one Beard, lived and slept upstairs over 
the shop. Beard had already retired on 
the night of Friday, 2nd of October, when 
ho was awakened about midnight by the 
deceased talking to someone juat outaide 
the ahop. Deceased aaked the stranger 
what he had been doing in the ahop, and 
the stranger denied having been in the 
ahop. Ttiodeceaaed replied, " I aaw you 
turn down the light," and then himself 
turned tbe electric light on, whereupon 
the stranger (and the action was seen by 
Madame Malette, who was just closing 
her hotel opposite) drew a revolver and 
shot the deceased, inflicting a wound 
from which death ensued some 50 hours 
later. Tiie assailant ran away immedi- 
ately upon the shooting towards the C. 
I'. K. station, lie waa seen by several, 
but owing to the dark could not be ideu- 
tilied further tlian by Mrs. Malette, who, 
when she saw the deceased and his as- 
sailant standiiiix togttbor, describes 
him as a smaller man Ihun the de- 
cciised. At 10:30 nest morning tlie at- 
tention of an engine driver, ,\lexun<ler 
I )ow was attracted to the urliona of a 
num lying alonuside of the track leading 
from Kelson to Kobson, at about ](i 
milea from Nelaou, and from information 
given by Dow to the police, and the 
description given by the deceased, tbe 
prisoner was arrested the same night at 
Kobson, 30 miles from Nelson. Prisoner 
said nothing when arrested further than 
to aek for food. On him waa found a .S8 
calibre, .'^inith it Wesaon revolver, car- 
rying a bullet of the same size as that 
extracted from the body of the deceased 
upon the poat mortem. lie bad no

money or raeana and the only other 
article found on the prisoner's person 
was an iron "billy" as it is termed, or 
wrench. Two chambers of the revolver 
had been diecbarptd and four were 
loaded. On the Sunday afternoon 
prisoner wag taken to the bedside of the 
dying man, being first informed that he 
waa taken there for identification; four 
or five other men were taken in with the 
prisoner, and tho deceased there and 
then pointed out the prisoner as the 
man who had shot him. .The men were 
then taken out of the room and brought 
in again in different order, when the de- 
ceased again identified theprisonerashis 
assailant. Prisoner made no remark 
either time. There can be no question 
that at the time of the identification tho 
deceased waa dying, and knew that he 
waa dying. Aa'a fact, he died twelve 
hours afterwards. The prisoner was 
subsequently committed for trial, and 
we are not informed that he made any 
statement upon his committal, He waa 
tried on the 30th June, 1S97, and tlie 
deceaaed's description of the man who 
shot him waa brought out of one of the 
crown witneaaea uijon cross-examination, 
and agreed in all essential particulara 
with the deacription of the priaoner. 
The prisoner did not avail himself of the 
opportunity which tho law affords him 
of going into the witness-box, and after 
being found guilty remained silent in 
response to tbe demand whether he had 
anything to say why sentence should not 
be passed upon him. 

Objection ia now urged on prisoner's 
behalf to an ante-mortem statement of 
deceased, reduced to writing, describing 
the aaaault and the person of the assail- 
ant, and of certain oral statementa to the 
eamocdect; but the description of the 
aliooting is immaterial, because alreatly 
described by one eye-witneea and an- 
other ear-witneaa, and the descrip- 
tion of tho aaaailant aa given 
by the dying declarations seem 
unimportant also, because given dis- 
tinctly upon croas-examination at the 
trial. I am far from saying that they 
were not admissible aa dying declara- 
tiona,' for the evidence shows, I think, 
that from the time of the ahooting de- 
ceaaed waa in a bopeleas expectation ot 
death. He told tho doctor who attended- 
hini within a few minutes of the shoot- 
ing, and uj)on tho eviileiiee, I think, be- 
fore any other statement, that he waa 
(lone for. The doctor tells us that from 
the very first to the last be had no lio))u 
of recovery, and when the written 
deposition was being taken Constable 
Miles tells us (according to the steno- 
grapher's note) deceased said he thought 
he was iroing to die, and he wanted to 
have this thing over as soon aa possible. 
The learned trial Judge's note is 
"Hurry up, or I'll die," both notes 
practically meaning tho same thing. In 
Regina v. Bernadotti, IL Cox, the in- 
jured man, in reference to a deposition 
he was about to Vnake, remarked, "Be 
quick, or I aball die," and Brett J., af- 
ter conaulting Lush J,, said, "I think 
thia atatemont admissible. I take 
the law to be that two facta 
must coucur, 1, that tho de- 
ceased waa at the time of 
making the statement in auch a condi- 
tion that he believed liis death waa 
imminent and impendinir, and 2, tliat 
ho was in danger of dying in a abort 
time without liope of recovery." If 
theae two circuinatancea concur tho 
statement ia admissible. Many other 
cases are to the same effect. There 
must ho a settled liopeleas expectation 
of death. R. v. Gloater IG Cox 11. v. 
Jenkins 1, C. C. E. Regina v. Keaney 
D. and B. 151 and whether such was the 
case is a question for tbe judge at the 
trial who in this case has found that 
tliia condition existed. Et would require 
a very strong caso for the Court of 
Ai)peal to interfere with hia ruling ar- 
rived at after aeeing the witnesses and 
observing their demeanor, an advantage 
which the Court of Ajipeal ia without. 
In this caeo however I do not bceitato to 
say that after peiusal of the evidence I 
agree with the reaoons of the learned 
trial judge, which he gives in the 
case stated. It waa not quite clear 
whether the written declaration was 
r ead over before being signed, and more- 
over the case of Reg, v. Mitchell Id Gox 



may be an authority for aayiug that tho 
written declaration must expresa the 
ipisaima verba of the dying man, in 
which case the declaration in thia caae 
miglit be defective. The point does not 
appear to have been taken at the trial, 
but rejecting the written declaration alto- 
gether the caae against the priaoner ia not 
weakened. It was strongly urged by 
Mr. Duff on the authority of Makin vs. 
A.G. N.S.W., L.B., 1894, Appeal Oases, 
67, that in case any of tbe declarations 
were held to have been wrongly admit- 
ted, then that such admission itself con- 
stituted a substantial "wrong or mis- 
carriage," and reliance was placed upon 
the following language of the Privy 
Council in the caea referred to: "In 
their Lordshipa' opinion subatantial 
wrong would be done to the accused if 
he were deprived of the verdict of a jury 
on the facta proved by legal evidence 
and there were substituted for it' the 
verdict of the court founded merely ujfon 
a perusal of tbe evidence." 

But it ia to be remarked that the 
statute of N.S.W. upon which the Makin 
case proceeded and section 74(3 of the 
Canadian Code differ materially. _ They 
both provide that the conviction ia not 
to be disturbed, the one aimply, " unleas 
for some aubstantial wrong or other mis- 
carriage of justice," the other expressly, 
" although it appears thatsome evidence 
was improperly admitted or rejected, 
unless in the opinion of the Court! of 
Appeal some substantial wrong or mis- 
carriage waa thereby occasioned at the 
trial." The Canadian Coda expressly 
requires the court to aacertain whether 
tho adniiesioa of evidence has caused 
subatantial wronger miscarriage, and i 
they find that it has not done so then 
bids them not to interfere with the con 
viction. There is nothing like this in 
tho N.S.W. Act. 

Being then clearly of the opinion that 
nothin* occurred whereby any substan- 
tial wrong or miscarriage waa occasioned 
at the trial, I am of opinion that thia ap- 
peal should be dismissed and tbe judg- 
ment affirmed. 

JUDGMENT OF MR. JUSTICE St'ORElOIIT. 

I think that in thia case there may be 
doubt aa to whether the statement made 
and when written and aigned by the 
deceased on the 4th of October ae to cir- 
cumatances connected with his having 
been shot was properly received in evi- 
dence inasmuch aa it is not clear on the 
evidence that it was read over to the de- 
ceaaed before he signed it, or rather, 
aflixed his mark, or that he underatood 
its eontenta if read, although I gather 
from tbe evidence that his intellect was 
not then much impaired. Our attention 
waa properly called to the case of Makin 
v. .'Mtorney-general of New South Wales 
in the lieports. Vol. G at pagea 37Vi and 
3S0, and if the language of 74G of our 
code had been the same aa that of the 
N.S.W. code or Criminal f^aw Amend- 
ment Act of 1S'.)3, I ahould have felt that 
there waa a very aerioue ([ueatiou 
whether wo were not bound in 
strictly conformity with tlierenaouagiven 
by the judicial comtaittee to decide that 
there K-.iild be a new trial, but the sec- 
tion 74(i Ml our code instead of the words 
in the N.h NV. act which are, " provided 
that no coiivic:tioa or judgment thereon 
shall bn rover-lid, arrested or avoided on 
any caae aa stated unless for some aub- 
stantial wrsog or other miacarriage of 
justice," contains a very different provi- 
sion in the following worde, "provided 
that no conviction shall be set aside, nor 
any now trial directed, although it ap- 
pears that some eviileuce waaimproperly 
admitted or rejected, or that something 
not accoriling to law was done at the 
trial or aome raiadirection given, unless 
in the opinion of the court of appeal 
aome substantial wrong or miacarriage 
was thereby occaaioned on the trial." 
Now it eeema plain that the Dominion 
legislature contemplated the very case 
of evidence being improperly admitted, 
etc., etc., aa in itself not a sufficient rea- 
son for a new trial " unlesa in the opin- 
ion of the court of appeal aome subatan- 
tial wrong or miscarriago was thereby 
occasioned on the trial " and the ques- 
tion arises whether if tho dying declara- 
tion ol the 4th of October had not been 
received in evidence, the jury having 
regard to the other evidencecould reason- 
ably have come to a different verdict 
from that arrived at, so that in the opin- 
ion of the court some substantial wrong 
or miscarriage has occurred. I don't 
understand that any complaint is made 
of tho judge's Btntement of the case, 
though hia view of tho law in reference 
to dying declarfti.iona ia (lueatioued, and 
Continued on pwjr.

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WOODS LAST HOPE GONE. 

C'onliuuctljrom i>aij( Five. 

BO-I refer ta the cage stated by him as 
iaSi aia regarda the facts. 

"On the 30th of June, 1807, Jamca 
"Woods was tried at Nelson, at a speuial 
aSBiae, on a charge of having on tiie 2nd 
of October, 1896, murdered one Samuel 
WoodB, a blackBrnlth, by shootinB hiin 
through the body in his smithy, lie was 
convicted of the charge, and sentenced 
to be executed. The evidence at the 
trial tended to eliow that the acuuaed 
was a stranger in Nelson, without money, 
and without any lised place of abode. 
The shootinc took place about midnight 
on Friday, the 2ud of October, and from 
the description civon of the acuuaed to 
the police by the wounded man, the ac- 
cused ^^■ll8 £^rreated the nest evening at 
Kobaoii, a C. P. II. station, about thirty 
miles from Nelaon, He had been eeeii 
in the morning by a driver of a train 
when sixteen miles out of Nelson, sleep- 
ing alongside of the track, and this fact 
was at onco communicated to the police 
at Nelson. 

When arrested a -"S calibre Smith ^'c 
Weason pistol, with three barrels loaded 
and two empty, together with a weapon 
called a "billy," such as "cracksmen" 
use, was foand on hia person. He luul 
no monef . 

The wounded man died fifty hours 
after he was shot. The ballet, which 
was extracted from the body, was of the 
weight and calibre required and used 
for pietolB such as that taken from the 
prisoner. It, moreover, corresponds in 
Its markings with a bullet fired, for pnr- 
poses of comparison, from the prisoner's 
weapon, and in the hands of the police, 
by an experienced nun-maker. 

The evidence as to what occurred_ im- 
mcdiaioly preceding the ahootini;', ia to 
the ell'ect that the deceased was hoard 
asking some person outside of hia sliop, 
what tie tif.d been doing in tlie shop. 
The person ao addressed denied that he 
had been in it. The deceased tlieu said, 
"I saw you turn down the light." The 
deceaactl tlioreuiion turned the light on. 
The altercation was beard by the black- 
smith's "helper" who lived overhead, 
and by a Madame Malette, who had just 
closed her hotel, which is a abort dis- 
tance from the smithy in question. The 
latter witneas, moreover, saw the de- 
ceased turn on the light while hold- 
ing a man "much smaller" than 
liiinself, whom She could not more 
fully deseribtf, as she was about fifty 
leet from him at the time. She heard 
the deceased ask the man what business 
he had there, and saw the man im- 
mediately afterwards raise a pistol and 
lire it at the deceased and then run 
away in the direction of the C.P.K. sta- 
tion. Other witnesses saw the man run- 
ning in the same direction, but none of 
them could identify him owing to the 
night being very dark. 

The deceased was visited by Dr. La 
Bau within a few minutes of his being 
wounded, and attended to him until he 
died. I leatli, according to the doctor's 
evidence, was caused by the bullet 
found by him in the body of the de- 
ceased on a post mortem — the bullet be- 
ing that which I have already referred 
to. 

A minute description of the prisoner, 

aa given by the deceased was brought 
out on the cross-examination of Harper, 
ilie second witness for tlie crown, and it 
accurately represented him (save as to 
his hat), as he appeared in court. The 
remaining evidence for the prosecution 
consisted of statements proved to have 
l)een made by the deceased which were 
admitted as dying declarations, inas- 
niucb as it was in the opinion of Mia 
judge satisfactorily proved that when 
declarations were made, the deceased 
in actual danuer of death ; secondly, that 
he knew it, and lastly, that death en- 
aned from the wound inflicted by the 
prisoner. 

I reter, also, to the evidence given by 
the witnesses, especially of Malet and 
Beard, Harper and Miles, which does 
not seem to have been contradicted or 
shaken. 

On the afternoon of Sunday, the -tth, 
immediately before the taking of the 
deposition which was objected to. Miles, 
the constable, was in the room with the 
deceased, and as to this be ia asked on 
the trial, "Did he (the deceased) 
say anything about his health?" 
And the answer was " Yea, he said he 
thought he was going to die, and he 
wanted to have this thing over as soon 
us possible." Q. "What was this 
thing?" A. "Taking the deposition 
objected to." The learned trial .Judge's 
note is that deceased also said, " Hurry 



description of the occurrence by an un- 
known man. This before the scope 
and validity of hearsay evidence, was 
fully understood and reduced -by 
repeated decisions to a more re- 
stricted and definite operation would 
have been admissible and there are 
authorities of however doubtful force to 
this effect. I think it may be said that 
this was hearsay evidence. Bat it did 
not touch the prisoner in any ■ way and 
ha was subsequently inllv' described to 
,Tohn Miles, a wltnesa loi the crown, 
and this evidence was placed before the 
jury by thecross-oxamination On behalf 
of the prisoner. Miles knew the pri- 
soner and had seen him on several 
previous occasions, and actinj; on the in- 
formation ho received from the de- 
ceased arrested him at Eobfion. The 
shooting itself was witnessed by Mrs. 
Malette,who detailed the circumstaucea. 
The statement which the deceased made 
to the doctor on this interview does not 
appear important, unless some sub- 
stantial wrong or miscarriage of jus- 
tice was thereby occasioned, Hero we 
have other evidence, both of the 
ehooting and a description of the pris- 
oner, and if the whole of the doctor's 
evidence on this point were eliminated 
there is ample evidence without it of 
the facts he detailed. 

Mr. Duff further objects that the ex- 
act words of the deceased were not 
given by the doctor on the subsequent 
interviews, but after the elapse of eight 
months it would be difficult togive the 
exact words. What the doctor says is 
quite clear and distinct; he says the de- 
ceased always expressed himself "that 
he did not expect to recover," "he was 
always satisfied that ho was not going to 
recover from hia injuries." The doctor 
says ho tried to encourage him, but in 
spite of his attempts ho remained of the 
aauio (ii>inion, that lie was going to die, 
that bo was not going to recover from 
that shot, that he never changed his 
conviction, and this conviction was re- 
peated two or three times and is con- 
firmed by the evidence of Miles, when 
he stated to hini ho thought he was go- 
ing to die and wanted to have this thing 
over as soon as possible, referring to the 
deposition which was admitted in evi- 
dence. I think it is a aufiicient indica- 
tion of the state of the deceased's con- 
viction of impending death without any 
hope of recovery. In the namerous 
cases cited the judges have used various 
terms to express the same meaning, 
death mast be impending, immediate, 
imminent, approaching, but they all 
insist on the same tiling, that the person 
making the statement ma-X have a lirm 
conviction that there is no hope of 
present or ultimate recovery, that 
death is certainly approaching. In U. v. 
Reaney, Dears and Bell 151, the dece.ised 
made a statement concluding " I have 
made this statement believing I shall 
not recover" and on the same day he 
said " I have eeen the surgeon to-day 
and he has given me some little hope 
tiiat I am better, but I do not think my- 
self that I shall ultimately recover," the 
Court of Criminal Appeal held that the 
evidence was properly received and 
Pollock C. B. there said that it is neces- 
sary that the person making the state- 
ment sboald be under an apprehension 
of death. The question tame upon the 
state of mind rather than the Interval 
between the declaration and the death. 
Here we have repeated statements 
showing a hopeless conviction at 
all times from Friday night until 
the death on Sunday night. 

It ia true we are not at liberty to ac- 
cept the doctor's opinion of the bodily 
condition of the injured man as showing 
that his ease was hopeless, but tlie evi- 
dence of the doctor wos not the expres- 
sion of hia own opinion of the hopeless- 
ness of recovery, but the statement made 
to him by deceased. These statements 
were made before the written declara- 
tion was taken and before his identifica- 
tion of the prisoner. The identification 
appears to be complete and was taken 
with all due care and orecaution to pre- 
vent mistake, I thin^, therefore, that 
the evidence both of bis written declara- 
tion and of his identification were prop- 
erly admitted. It ia to be remarked that 
the identification is much more import- 
ant as a dying declaration than the vvritj 
ten statement. 

Mr. Dull' strenuously urged that the 
written declaration was not admissible 
because it was not shown that it was 
read over to the deceased before he 
signed it;|ljut that it was taken down 
and road over to him and that he aiuned 
it was proved by Dr. LaBau, one of the 
witnesses. 

The prisoner's counsel at the trial ob- 
jected to it on the grounds that being in 
writing the crown could not go behind it 
that it was not made in 
presence of the accused or his

Tlie statement oljjected to really con- 
tained little or notldtig but what was 
abundantly proved by reliable witnesses 
not shaken in cross-examination, and 
there seeins to be no reasonable doubt 
that " no Bubstaatial wrong or miscar- 
riage" was thereby occasioned, and I 
think there should be no new trial, as I 
am quite unable to say that " some sub- 
stantial wrong or miscarriage was there- 
by occasioned on the trial. 

JCDOMKNT OF MFi. IfSTICK DRAICK. 

This case comes before ua under Sec- 
tion 711 of tlie Code. Tlie learned judge 
who tried the case refused to reserve the 
point aa to the admissibility of certain 
statements of the deceased which were 
admitted aa dying declarations, and in 
conse(|nence, with leave of the Attorney 
General, tfie matter comea before thjs 
court for consideration under the form 
of a case stated. 

By the case it appears that about mid- 
night on Friday, the 2nd October, ISDd, 
at Nelson, the prisoner, James Woods, 
shot one ^amuel \\'ood.s, a black- 
emith. Dr. LaBau was called in 
a few miniitea after the occurrence 
and the deceased said "I am done for," 
and he described the shooting and gave 
a description of the person who had iired 
the shot. j\rr. Dud' objects that this 
evidence was improperly admitted, aa 
the words, "J am done for," are of an 
ambiguous character and insnflieient to 
liring his subsequent stntenient into the 
category of a dying declaration so aa to' 
be admissahio against the prieoner, and 
iu t.hiB,h<) la poaailjly right. But when 
the langtiage spoken to by the doctor on 
tills obcasion I's read, it doeS not fix the 
pilAoaer with'(»|hootlng, itiia a,, general 



wiia extracted by iiiiestious and the 
(jiieHtions were not put down. There is 
no evidence of that here. 

The other ])oint which was urged, tliat 
under section 74() S..S.F., which is aa fol- 
lows: "Provided that no conviction 
ahall be set aside or any new trial 
directed although it appears that some 
evidence was improperly admitted or 
rejected, or (hat something not accord- 
ing to law was done at the trial, or some 
misilirection given, unless in tho opinion 
of the court some substantial wrong or 
uiiscarriage was thereby occasioned on 
the trial." 

Under the authority of Makin v. At 
torney-Generai of X.S.W., A.C., 18i)l, 
.')7, the court could not Ije substituted 
for the jury, tlie augiunent heinir that if 
any inadiniaaable evidence was admitted 
its reception vitiated the verdict, it be- 
ing a matter of speculation whether the 
jury would have convicted in the absence 
of the evidence impugned, and to sustain 
the conviction in its absence ia not to 
uphold the verdict of the jury but to 
[lubatitute the verdict of the court. 

The language of the clause under the 
consideration of the I'rivy Council was 
"that the judge by whom a question is 
reserved shall state the facts anil circum- 
stances out of which the question arose, 
and tho Supreme Court ni.iy alhrm, 
amend or reverse the judgment, provided 
that no conviction or judgment therein 
shall bo reversed, arrested, or avoided, 
on any case so stated unless for some 
substantial wrong or other miscarriage 
of justice." 

The Privy Council points out that evi- 
dence iiiiproj)erly admitted might have 
r'. '.I dy influenced the jury, and tho rest 
' i.e evidence which might appear to 
.ic court etitticient to support the con- 
viction might have reasonably been dis- 
believed by the jury. 

The very ^)oint which impressed the 
Privy Council is specially dealt . with by

Mr. L. A. Campbell, the quiet, aport- 
loving school tuBi^ber from Victoria's 
naval suburb, is the hero of tho hour 
Again ho has won his century bar under 
the strict rules of the Oanadian Eoad 
Club, and again he has sent downward 
the long distance record for Western 
Canada and tho Paciflc Northwest. And 
such a cut in tho time ! A reduction of 
an hour and ten minutes in these days 
of valuable split seconds 1 No wonder 
that enviouB road riders concede to 
Campbell the palm, nor longer discusB 
the clumceB of " running him off liis 
feot." 

It was just two weeks ago yesterday 
that Campbell made liia first public ap' 
pearance as a fast rider, although every 
one wlio pedals over the country roads 
has long ago learned to approciato 
ability in a scorch. He then set out 
with Tom .Tohnston and A. J. Dalhiin to 
win a century bar, and incidentally to 
see if the Bnsli-l'olticrew record for the 
distance, of .S.59, could not be cut under. 
In botli uudertakinga he was succeesful, 
for tho century was completed in 8.24. 

Then E, B. Dean, of Vancouver, un- 
dei'toolc to upe(-t Carapbell's perform- 
ance, and succeeded in riding his hun- 
dred in 8.31— not quite fast enough. R, 
Gidley and S. C. Sykes, also of the 
Terminal City, next essayed the 
task, but gave np after Sykee 
had ridden 46 and Gidley ' 76 
miles. This did not look well for Vancou- 
ver, and so on Tuesday, the 17th, the old 
veterauj Chas. F. Barker, took tho road, 
succeeding better than any of his fellows, 
and completing his ride with an elapsed 
time of but 8:10. All tho rest of the 
week ho held the record, and was un- 
disputed long distance king of the West. 

Then Campbell's turn came again. 
There was another run arranged yester- 
day, and he took his place with other 
candidates for the bar of disiincti di, 
starting out on the Saanich peninsula 
run from the city ball here at 5:12 in 
the morning, his coinpaniona being Roy 
Nevin, Sergt. Pbillipa, B. M. A., and 

H. Salloway, of the V. & S. Ry. A. J. 
Dallain started at 7. 

It was Been from the start that Camp- 
bell was out for the hottest scorch on 
record, but no one anticipated quite how 
hot it was to be. Nortli Snanicli was 
made in an hour and twenty luinutes, 
and then with good roads and a clear, 
bra^ting morning, the teacher proceeded 
to humiliate time. As he completed the 
last roiuid of the triangle and started for 
town, Mr. L. Tait, of Victoria West, 
slipped in to give him the assietnuce of 
pacing, and at exactly 12:11 :;50 Camp- 
bell (iismounted at the city hall, his cen- 
tury, completed in 0:59:30, and Barker's 
long distance record a thing of the ]>a8t, 
with an liour and ten and a half min- 
utes to the good— a long lead for future 
record makers to overcome. 

Salloway and Nevin alsohad the satis- 
faction of improving Barker's creditable 
performance, while Dallain rode alone 
and pluckily under such discouraging 
conditions and finished his century 
within tlie limit of time, with almost an 
lour to spare and fresh aa a daisy in the 
dew. Sergeant Pliillipa unfortunately was 
attacked by tliatarch enemy of the wlicel- 
men and swimmer — cramps — and was 
thereby forced to abandon the trial. The 
finishers in their order were:

STREET IMPE07EMENT BY-LAW. 

To THE Editou : — While there may be 
dillereiicea of opinion as to whether 
macadamizing or paving should be 
adopted for the streets in tho business 
part of the city, there can be none as to 
the urgent iieutl of improved streets in 
the city generally, both in the business 
centres whore paving may bo desirable, 
and in other streets where macadam 
must be used and the object of the by 
law is to provide tho means to place the 
main arteries of the city outside the 
business centre as far as the city limits 
in as good a condition as macadam can 
make them, and also to do a large 
quantity of work in the shape of per- 
manent sidewalks, concrete or wooden 
block gutters and surface drains in the 
business portions of the city, which 
work will be permanent, and may be re- 
garded as a part of a system of street 
paving and will really be some pre- 
liminary work in that direction. In 
making and improving streots the busi- 
ness portion of the city and tho main 
arteries being those most used by the 
citizens generally are those tlmt nmst be 
first considered, and if they are phieed 
in good condition by mean's of this by- 
law, it will leave the whole of tho annual 
appropriation for street purposes, at 
present about .$30,000, available for some 
years to come for expenditure in im- 
proving those streots in Victoria West, 
Spring Ridge, James Bay, Work Estate 
and other parts of the city that have 
been neglected in the past simply be- 
cause the council had not the means to 
do anything in that direction, whereas 
if the present loan by-law should 
be carried tho council of next 
year will have fands at their diapoeal to 
enable them to make much needed im- 
provements in BtreetB in the suburban 
districts, and which cannot be made un- 
less money is raised in addition to the 
amount available out of annual revenue. 

Tho financial part of the question 
should also be considered, as there are 
many persona who think tliat the pas- 
sage of this by-law would mean addi- 
tional taxation. Now that is not the 
case, aa tlie rate, Ij.j per cent., now lev- 
ied, is the highest tlie law allows, the 
council has no right to increase it, and 
the annual amount needed for interest 
and sinking fund, .$7,8130, can be paid 
out of revenue without increa^sing the 
rate. 

There are now two loans maturing, 
one .^20,000, bearing interest at 7 per 
cent. , which which will be paid in June 
next, and one $93,500, bearing the same 
amount of interest, which will be paid 
n April, 1899; the amount annually re- 
juirod for interest and sinking fund on 
those two loans being $12,0-10. The 
amount rc(}uired annually for interest 
and sinking fund for the proposed new- 
loan on wbicli the rate of interest will 
only be I'.j per cent, is $7,860, or $4,180 
ess than wliat is requred for the two 
oans now maturing, so that after April, 
IS'.)',), tlie council will be able to provide 
for the interest and sinking fund for the 
new loan out of tlie current revenue, and 
have $1,180 more at their disposal for 
general purpoaes than they have at pres- 
ent. During the eighteen months that 
will elapse before tho two loana aro 
paid, the amount required for the new- 
loan can be paid out of the annual ap- 
propriation for street purposes. 

The following general outline of im- 
provements proposed to be effected will 
show how the money will be spent if the 
by-law- passes. 

On permanent eidew-alka in the l)usi- 
uess portion ot the citv, either concrete 
or vitrified brick, from 20,000 to 25,000. 
Repairing witli macadam, and jjutting 
in new concrete or wooden block gutters, 
and the necessary surface drains on the 
following BtreetB :

Coat of above about $50,000 to .$55,000. 

An examination of tlie above schedule 
will show- tlialonlv a very small portion 
of the loan— about .$1,000 to $5,0(10— will 
be spent ou Macadam in atreet.s that are 
likely to he paved in flie near future. A 
large sum w ill be spent on iioriiianent 
work in the centric ol the city, and at 
least one half of the loan will lie used in 
iiiiliroving tlie princiijal avenues as far 
as tlie city limits, and w-liich will for 
many yeais to come be constructed of 
macadam. 

A few months ago I published a com- 
munication on the subject of street pav- 
ing, showing that the cost of block pav- 
ing Government street on the local 
improvement plan, upon a basis of one- 
third to be paid by the city and 
one-third by the property owners ou 
each aide of the street, would he $7.15 
per foot frontage if paid at once, or <J0 
centa per foot frontage per annum for a 
period of ten years, 'fhat is the only 
system upon which the streota can be 
paved, and if a inajority of the projiertv 
ow-ners in any street wish to have such 
street paved, and are willing to be 
assessed tlie amount mentioned for that 
purpose, the work of street paving can 
be commenced at once. In the absence 
of any intimation to that effect, tho only 
inference to be drawn is that the citi- 
zens do not wish to be put to tiie ex- 
pense of having the streets paved. i

Fveryone acknowledges that one of 
the chief attractions to visitors and 
strangers visiting the city is the eight of 
gardens of beautiful flowers, the wealth 
of roses, and the trim, well cared for 
lawns. In the spring and fall, when 
tliere is plenty of rain, it ia a compara- 
tively easy matter to look after one's 
garden, but in the heat of a summer, 
such aB the present one has been— well, 
that is quite another question. When a 
person takes pride in his garden it ia 
somewhat disheartening to turn on the 
spray on the front lawn or the flower 
beds, and then see trickling from the 
noz/cle a pitiful little stream that givea 
hardly any preasure and is only a 
trial to one's patience, without giv- 
ing the refreshing flowers the drtnk 
for which they crave. It is like a 
man with a big burning thirst 
trying to satisfy himself from the mois- 
ture on the outside of a jug of ice water. 

Under the regulations laid down for 
tlie guidauce of tho houBoholdera, water 
may be used for the sprinkling of lawns 
and flowers from 5 p.m. to 9 a.m. This 
of course gives a few hours in the even- 
ing before bedtime when the hose can be 
used, unless one wants to get up in the 
middle of the night or turn on the water 
and go to bed, leaving the water run- 
nlng. But from 5 o'clock to 8 in the 
evening so many people are using the 
water that the pressure towards the 
higher levels of the city ia very slight. 
There is plenty of kicking about thia 
from householders, and some of the peo- 
ple with moderately large places 
are so disgusted that they let 
the grass go altogether, so that 
instead of an emerald lawn the 
front yard looks like a dried-ap pasture, 
picturesque perhaps to the artist in its 
shades of brown, but not refreshing to 
the eye of the averege healthy phllis- 
tine who does not care so much for art 
as the material and physical joys oi life, 
in a word the average man. 

The charges lor water for a dwelling 
of not more than six rooms on a lot 
(>0xl20 feet is $1 a month, w-ith an addi- 
tional charge of 25 cents a month for 
boarding houses with not more than five 
sleepingjrooms, or ot 50 cents if more 
than live sleeping rooms. Beyond these 
the houses witn larger grounds have to 
use meters or to be ejiecially rated by the 
water conimisBioner. The w-ater rates 
are 20 cents per thousand gallons up to 
5,000 gallons and 10 cents per thousand 
gallons over that. 

Then the water commissioner has the 
power to place meters in any housea 
where he finds Water being wasted. The 

eter costs the houeeholoer 25 cents a 

onth, Bo that under the present con- 
ditions a house of six rooms with a 
meter would pay at least .$1.25 a mouth 
for w-ater. 

What the people with larger gardens 
that a lot complain of is that while they 
are charged meter rates, the man with a. 
six roomed house and no meter can use 
all tlie w-ater he wants, run it all night 
long and let it go to waste, while the 
man with the meter has to be saving or 
hie bill would run sky high as a ther- 
mometer on a hot day. One part of the 
city on the ridge just east of Fornwood 
roiid and south of Yates street 
is in a decidedly bad plight 
for water, whila the districts from 
tho top of Fort street, upper Pandora, 
Stanley avonne and along Cadboro Bay, 
Oak Bay and Rockland avenues and 
Belcher street, in the high levels, have 
connection with the pumpinj: system, 
the other section running over to Alfred 
street has only a three inch pipe and 
water is decide'dly scarce, 

Mr. Raymur, the water commiBsioner, 
recognizes thia and says that the only 
reason that a six inch pipe is not run 
u|) Vates street in plact! of tho present 
three inch pipe and the Ridge people 
tret tho beneOt of it, is the usual trouble 
with all cori>orations " want of funds." 
it would cost, he believed, some $5,000 
and that waa the only way to get over 
the difficulty. Mr, Rayinur says that 
the reason of the shortage oi water that 
is complained about is the wastefulnesa 
of people in using the water. He was of 
the opinion that the true remedy was to 
l)ut on meters. All progressive cities 
were using inetera now and he believed 
that each house, largo or small, should 
have one. In Cliinatown he bad just 
had iifty meters |)ut on, ow-iiig to tlie 
large waste of w-ater he found there, and 
now- in one large building there, where 
a complaint of iiiaulticieut water waa 
made, the owner now- told him he hod 
too much pressure. Now people ran 
water all uiglit long if they 
felt like it, and that waa the 
trouble. They need far more 
water than waa needed, and watch as one 
w ould it was impossible to prevent that 
waste without the use of meters. The 
meter was the beat watclidog. It worked 
silently but it got there all the aame, 
and a man got to thinking that water 
was worth something when be found 
that his wastefulness was all charged np 
against him. Mr. Raymur did not be* 
lieve that tlie use of a meter really in- 
creased the cost of water; it only pre- 
vented waste. If the whole city was me- 
tered ho was sure that the water rate 
would be fully as low as at present, or 
even lower. The present charge for water 
used by luoter was very reasonable — 
more so indeed than in many other 
cities. 

The fact remains that something must 
bo (lone to enable jieople with gardens 
to keep them attractive. The beauty of 
a town has a money value, for it brings 
strangers to a place and tourists spend 
money. Then it makes a town a plea- 
sant residence place, and that attracts 
more people; and bo viewing it from a 
Btritstbnsinesspointof view, it ie worth 
money to have the city attractive.

I find that in addition to the question 
of the removal of the Songheea Indians, 
the general question of the rights of the 
Dominion and the province in reserves 
in British Columbia baa been the sub- 
ject of correspondence, and that upon a 
protest entered by your government to 
tlie issue of a lease by the Department of 
Indian affairs for minin.; purpoaos of the 
coal measures in and under the Indian 
Reserve at Xanaimo, an agreement waa
